-INTERESSING SHANGHAT 
JUDGMENT. 


At H.M. Supreme Court, Blanghai, on. De- 
cember 27th, Mr, F. 8. A. Bourne, Acting 
Judge, in re Scott ond Varter v. 8. 7. Halse, 
gave the following judgmont:—~- = 7 

This is a preliminary point of law, namely, 
whether the alipulation in Clawe 5 of the 
agreement; af March 30h, 14-6, between the 
parties to this action, that the defendant “shall 
not practise as a civil onginear, architect or 
estaty ngont in Ching or Hongkong until the 
expiration of eighteen mouths from the expira- 
tion of the raid (orm of throo yoars ” 
wnrrasonablo restraint as lo bs contrary to 
pablie policy and threfore void, 

Ja deciding whether a restraint ix reasovable 
the Court. has to consider whethor tha restr. int 
Cova or does not go further than is necessary 
for the fairprotection of tho plaintiffs. (Hor ner 
v Gruves, 7 Binghom, p: 744). This restraint 
‘does, in my opinion, . igo doo far in spnoe, for the 
defendant conld. in. no way damnaga: the 
plaintitty, who are estnblivhed only at Shanghai, 
by practising at Hongkong 6r Canton; and 
this tho plaints practically admit, for they 
weak for an injunction in repord to Shanghai
